Hi Sharon, 

I spoke with Marshall Richards (#1740) yesterday and he advised me that Country Fair will be unable to handle the large 
carton per store distribution currently on Salem templates for these stores. 

Therefore, I have removed Country Fair from the McLane NE's May Salem Tear Tape (#800438 Drive #805) and June 
Salem Tear Tape (#800438 Drive #806). 

I will send you an updated McLane NE letter and Customer List for May. 

June correspondence will not be sent out for several weeks as first product order date for June Salem Tear Tape is not 
until May 4th. 

April Salem Tear Tape product for Country Fair which was shipped to McLane NE on April 6th should be utilized for this 
chain over the April - May - June distribution period. Marshall will contact you to establish carton quantities for these 
shipments.
